Olof Jensen died about 4 o'clock yes- 


terday afternoon at the St. Luke's hos- 
pital. The bcdy was taken in charge by 
the Thronson-Hansen lAirnittire company 
and Jitu at their undertaking establish- 
ment. 


Mr. Jensen is the old man who lay 


four day* rtt his home No. 1332 North 
Main street, without medical aid or care 
of any kind, and who was discovered by 
residents who had missed him from his 
.isual daily haunU. When taken to lhe 
hospital it was c-a--iry seen t-hat l-.e would 
not recover, for his vitality was gone 
and. nourishment did no good. 


Although be had iv son and daughter 


in the city, the son did not go near him, 
notwithstanding that he was informed 
he would soon die, there having been 
great trou'ble in thc^pfist thai separat-

Olof Jensen was born in Denmark 7'- 


By trade he was a carpenter, 
forty years ago he came to Racinu and 
bv hard work managed to accumulate 
quite a property. .Some years ago his 
wife died and three children were left, 
two sons and one daughter. The father, 
oldest son and daughte^ were unable to 
agree and the children;left home years 
ago. tlic old man living in his house on 
North Main street alone.

from Attorney General Knox, relative to 
the so-called beef trust wa.5 made public 
today by Representative Kay, ot New 
York, chairman of the house committee 
on judiciary.

Tliayev of Massachusetts, asking the at- 
torney general wluit steps he had taken 
against the beef trust, lie on the table. 
The attorney yencral's letter is giv^i in 
Chairman Hay's report. 


The report quotes 
Mr. Ray's letter 


dated April 12, to the attorney general 
in which the following questions arc ask- 
ed: 


"I. Has your attention been called 


to the matter alleged in house resolution 
•20;!, a enpy of which is annexed? 


"•2. Have you bvon requested to take 


any oflicial action in the matter? 


":(. Have you any evidence of the P>:-

Tin1 attorney general, in a Mlcr of 


(in* same da'.e :in-\vi!rs the question.-; as 
follow-: 


"1. it has not, except so far as it i=. 


a matter of general notoriety. 


"2. 1 have not. 
'•:!. Xonc thai could be classed as le- 


gal evidence.'' 


Cintinuing, the letter says: 
"It is proper, I think, however, to add 


thnt owing to the positive, oft repeated 
and eircmnstnnlial nature of the allega- 
tion.-, that the law is being flagrantly 
violated. I directed 
some time ago a. 


thorough investigation to be mane by 
one of tfce district attorneys of the Unit- 
ei! States for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether in fact such combination exist- 
ed, and whether, if so, its operations 
were in violation of any.-fedcral statute/' 


Continuing, the report says: 
"It is apparent from this correspond- 


ence that there is no necessity for the 
adoption of the resolution. By reason of 
the widespread notoriety of the matter, 
the attorney general of the United States 
has already ordered a thorough investiga- 
tion. There is uo doubt he will perform 
his duty and prosecute all offenders, if 
offenders there be. 


"It is evident that he should not be re- 


quired logivcin lietai; the steps already 
taken as this would be to forewarn those 
who are violating the law and enable 
them to conceal evidence. 


"It is also evident thnt this officer 


cannot state whether or not there has 
been on infringement of the law as no 
evidence has oeen presented to him upon 
whidi to base an opinion and no intelli- 
gent, opinion can be given us to whether 
or not there has been an infringement of 
the law until the facts are fully ascer- 
tained. 


"It is also evident that no legal steps 


can bo taken toward a prosecution of 
the parties violating the law until a 
thorough investigation has been made. 
In shorr, the latter of the attorney gen- 
eral above quoted answers the resolution 
as 1'uliv as it can be or ought to be at 
this time."'

.Reclaiming the Site—History of

The action of tiio county board of su- 


pervisors in granting tho right of locat- 
ing varions\ stands and show eases on 
the court house property, has created 
in ore than parsing, interest and may re- 
sult in litigation. 


Way back in 1S,'!6 or 1837 Captain Gil- 


bert Knapp and Gurdon IFubbard who 
located

court house and gave it to the county 
•with the understanding that the site 
be used solely for county buildings and 
purposes. 


It is claimed that, by granting the priv- 


ilege of placing 
the stands 
and show 


ea.-es this agreement lias been broken 
ami some of the heirs of Captain Knapp 
and Mr. Jlnb'bard are talking of looking 
•up records with a view of reclaiming 
the lands which are now worth §30,000 
and occupied by the handsome $40,000 
court house. 


The early history of the manner in 


which the land was deeded to Racine 
county i.s interesting. 
It would ho nat- 


ural to suppose that those who made the 
first settlement in the vicinity of Hfi- 
cine 
and thereby obtained 
vlaiim'.nl's 


rights, were insured in their po.s.-essions. 
But such a coi::-liHkui is far 1'voni :i cor- 
rect, history of t lie case.

The county refus- 
ed to carry this Jaw literally into effect, 
and the title remained uncertain until 
1838-351 when an arrangement was made 
between the original proprietors and the

fices, and the hitter were, to release and 
convey their interests in the lands to 
the first claimants. 


A f t e r that Captain Knapp and Mr. 


Tluhhard conveyed the present lands to 
the county and the erection of the old 
court house, commenced 
in 
connection 


with an old log jail that had been pre- 
viously built. 


While there is considerable talk of the 


action of the supervisors and the re- 
claiming of the lands, those who have 
stands on the property are not to be 
blamed. There are several heirs of Mr. 
Knapp in Racine and a few of Mr. Iliub- 
bard at Chicago.

the preference, tha-t J will try to present 
an outline'o/ the questions that .HOW re- 
quire discussion." 


Mr. Morgan said the subject could be 


slated in six propositions.

ing could be gained by delay; it was a 
choice of two routes—Panama and Xic- 
ijragua: the controlling factors were the 
.-iscccns of construction and tho best in- 
urests of the United States-, the control 
of selection should not be alTectot], all 
things considered, on account of expense 
.-ay within a limit of $,10,000,000; the 
practicability (if constructing the Niear- 
agnan canal was beyond a shadow of 
doubt and within the estimates; if the 
Mohio dam at Panama should fail the

Depew Amendment May Kill BiUfor 


Senatorial Popular Vote—Danger 


in Great Railroad Combines. 


A Washington special says: A quietus 


was put upon tho bill for the election of 
senators by the direct vote of tho people j 
while that measure was tinder consider- 
ation yesterday in tho. senate committee 
on privileges and elections. After a two 
hours' session the committee decided to 
add to the bill as it passed the house an 
amendment suggested by Senator Depew 
of New York, providing that tho qualifi- 
cations of citizens entitled to vote 
for 


United States senators and ropresena- 
ives in congress shall uc uniform in all 
states, and reserving to congress to pro- 
vide for the registration of citizens en- 
titled to voto, to conduct elections and 
to certify the result. This amendment 
will make the 
bill unacceptable to the 


Democrats, as it is aimed at the tlisfran- 
chisement of the negroes 
in the south. 


Tho Democrats announce that they will 
use every means to prevent its adoption 
going, if necessary, to the extent of fili- 
bustering against the passage of the. bill.

favorite son, Larry Jensen, living in St. 
Louis, could not be reached by wire, or 
he would have been here. 


Olof Jensen was borh in Denmark 72 


years ago. By trade he was a carpenter. 
Forty years ago he came to Eacine and 
by hard work managed to accumulate 
quite a property. Some years ago his 
wife died and three children were left, 
t\vo sons ami'Oiie daughter. < Tlie father, 
oldest sou and daughtdr were unable to 
agree and the children? left home years 
ago, the old man living in his house on 
North Main street alone. Tho younger 
son went to St. Louis and is now in that 
city. 


The property left by Mr, Jensen is, 


probably/worth $2,000 and the will, it is 
said/gives the bulk of it to the younger 
son.

The board of public 
works admitted that (he old gentleman 
had stolen a march on them and that 
they could not remove t.he walk and it 
stands today and will not, bo replaced 
with brick or cement until worn out. 


It is believed that the funeral wiil 


take place on Sunday afternoon and that 
the St. Louis son will be found by that 
time. 


Larry Jensen arrived here from St. 


Louis this morning in time to assist, in 
arranging for the funeral of his father. 
Tho daughter and olrest son met him 
and did what they could also.

SAD ACCIDENT 


Fragment of Carriage 
Associated 


with Loss of'Two Lives. 


LIES UPON RAFTERS OF 


C. M. A ST. P. FREIGHTHOUSE 


K«itinantof Buggy Which Wn* Struck by 


a Train Tea Years Ago KeanUinjf 


in Death of Ollie Olaen and 


William .Steinlieftcl. 


Lying upon the rafters, in 
the 
St. 


Paul down town freight office, is an in- 
teresting relic. It is tlie fragment of a 
buggy in which William Steinholi'el and 
Miss Ollie Olsen, of this city lost their 
iives and John Williams the third party 
in the buggy had a miraculous escape, 
on the -morning qf Oct. 1, 1892, by being 
struck by a west bound St. Paul gravel 
train a,t the Johnson crossing, which is 
about three miles east of Union Grove. 
A Journal reporter visited the freight 
office and was shown the relic by one of 
the office man. Local manager of the 
road, -Patrick Clancy, said, 
"You 
-can 


have the rig if you want it," "but as the 
relic is-only worth its weight in kindling 
wood the offer was not accepted, 


The only whole stction is that of the 


seat on which John Williams sat and 
was uninjured. Tlie other parts of the 
buggy were totally destroyed and now 
can hardly be recognized by a stranger 
as ever having belonged to a carriage. 
About 8 o'clock on the evening of Sept. 
30, 1892, Steiuhoffel and" Williams rent- 
ed a livery rig at Black's livery and 
drove to Union- Grove, to attend a, cam- 
paign party which 
was 
held at that 


place. Early in the morning they decid- 
ed to return home and as there was no 
early morning train to.Racine and Miss 
Ollio Olsen, who was also at the party 
desired to return, and be at her work 
at 7:30 at the Journal office, she was of- 
fered a ride with Williams and ytein- 
hoffel. 


The. night was dark and cold and af- 


ter a- short time the Johnson crossing 
was reached. The three pel-sons' .in the 
rig did not hear the approach of the 
fast gravel train. Tlie engine crashed 
into the rig, completely 
severing the 


horse and dashboard from the body of 
the buggy. 
Stcinhofl'el was struck in 


the temple and died instantly. Miss Ol- 
son's both legs were cut off and she also 
died alter two days of terrible -suffering. 
The horse was struck in the ribs and 
crushed and thrown to the side ot the 
road. After the accident Williams was 
still on the seat of the buggy and un- 
harmed. He soon found that both'' of 
his friends were unable to talk. He 
ried for help, hut for some time no one 
came to his assistance. William Bristol 
happened to drive along and was the 
first person to the scene, 


Dr. Buebun, of Union Grove, was has- 


tily summoned. Steinhoffel 
was dead, 


and Miss Olacn's injuries were pronounc- 
ed fatal. 


The train crew knew nothing of the 


accident until they reached Beloit when 
they were informed by wire from West- 
ern Union Junction of the terrible dis- 
aster which their 
engine had 'caused. 


Relatives of Steinhoffel brought suit for 
damages against the St. Paul road The 
case was brought for trial in tho circuit- 
court but was non-suited anil thrown 
out of court. 
The relatives of Miss Ol- 


sen made no attempt', to collect damages. 
William SteinholTel previous to his death 
was employed with Rapps & Brotherton 
who at that time conducted a grocery 
store on Villa street.

police control. The murdered minister's 
name was also mixed up with the stories 
of financial irregularity alleged against

guine spent immense sums in re-decor- 
ating his residence, a single chaaidelier b 


alone cost 50,000 roubles and he was ac- ' 
cu.sed.of 
appropriating 500,000 roubles 


from the secret service funds. The de- 
ceased was by no means talented and 
owed his position to' influential, friends, 
especially to Count Shermetieff, the bos- 
om friend of Czar Alexander III, and to 
the dowager Czarina,- who is largely un- 
der Count• Shermetieff's influence. 


Shortly before Sipiaguine was ^appoint- 


ed minister of the interior he married 
the elder sister of Count Shenrictieff^a 
wife,, the Princess Viazemsky, a orilliartt' 
woman thirty-six years old who is iiow a

minded of their work. 


But the Atlanta Constitution is not 


forgetful of the. new stal-e. constitutions 
of late, years enacted in the south, and 
it is not forgetful of the fact that in 
some^of the states, leading men warned 
their fellow eiti/.ens they were going too 
far and thafc in fact the federal constitu- 
tion had ee.tainly been violated and the 
congress of the United Stales would in 
time take ofiicial 
notice of this fact. 


The fourteenth amendment of the con- 
stitution says: 


'•Representation shall be apportioned 


;t.nong the several states according to 
the.ir respective numbers, counting tho 
whole number of persons in each state 
excluding Indians, not taxed. But when 
the right to vote r.,t any election for the 
choice of electors for president nnd vice- 
president of the United States, represen- 
tatives in congress, the 
executive and 


judicial officers of a .state, or the mem- 
bers of the legislature thereof, is denied 
to any male inhabitants of such state, 
being '21 years of age, and citizens of the 
United States, or in any way abridged, 
except for participation in rebellion 
or 


other crime, the basis of representation 
therein shaJ; be reduced in the propor- 
tion which the number of such male citi- 
zens shall bear to the whole number of 
male citizens 21 years of age in 
any 


fetich state." 


This is the law and the law several 


states of the south have enfcirely disre- 
garded in the suppression of tlie right 
of certain male citizens to vote. In all 
there arc stated to be thirty-seven con- 
gressmen of the south, 
who if this 


amendment was enforced would be re- 
tired. In cither words, the number of 
voters suppressed is represented by this 
number of congress, and this suppressal 
is evidenced by improper election laws, 
constitutional 
amendments 
and 
new 


state constitutions, to say nothing of 
the intimidation practiced for years and 
the social ostracism practiced towards 
southern Republicans. 


Whilo each state may regulate, their 


suft'rage matters and even enforce such 
qualifications as may deprive of the suf- 
frage a considerable part of t-heii 
1 popu- 


lation, yet the federal 
constitution 


says in which case, or in any c;ise where- 
in suffrage is denied except 
for ennie 


or rebellion, all such disfranchised shall 
not be counted in making up (hft con- 
gressional apportionment. This is all. 
If the soufch 
will not permit certain 


ul*ases of its citizens to vote why then, 
such shut, out shall not bo counted in 
•the Apportionment for congress, 
Jf any 


northern state enforces an rtlucational 
qualification, 
the num'ber BO disfran- 


chised for ignorance shall 'be 
deducted 


from the congressional representation, 
or in the words of the amendment, 
"the basis of representation shall there- 
in be reduced to the proportion which 
the number of such male citizen shall 
bear to the whole number of male citi- 
zens 21 j-ears of age in such, states. If 
this amendment is good for any north- 
ern state it is certainly good for any 
southern state, where they have itv fact 
violated the constitution in their inrRm- 
ous elections laws and 
constitutional 


amendments. 


• The Crumpacker bill, if enacted into 


'law, will restore tho parity as it were, 
and no intrigues at Washington among 
the politicians and schemers for political 
honors should be tolerated by the .peo- 
ple, that this injustice upon the north- 
ern states be unconnected..

President Roosevelt

•because taxpayers can not properly an- 
alyze public outlays. It could be great- 
ly lessened by ;i .system of public ac- 
counts and reports which would separ- 
ate the wasteful from the useful outlays 
iind subject them frequently and in a 
concise form to the scrutiny of taxpay- 
ers." 


This is very.true and the readers of 


the public reports that do make their 
appearance End much employment in 
trying to understand it all. There is 
nothing more intricate and difficult 
of 


properly analyzing than these annual 
reports, one reason being that, they aro 
entirely disconnected, every city depart- 
ment going on its own hook, and hand- 
ling its own funds, nnd the. connecting 
links, dunging temptingly just out of 
reach. Tax payers iind it very hard, if 
not 
impossible to understand it nil. 


When they have mastered by any 
good 


luck the mystery "f city expenses, and 
reflect their tuxes do not 
correspond; 


they seek further and unearth the con- 
necting mysf.pry (,f county expenses, and 
still further they 
ascertain 
ihc state 


conies in .MS a factor nnd hikes another 
fraction of a per cent and by this time 
the tax payer is a'bout ready Jo give it 
up in trying to Irurn how much it costs 
to govern. Ho never does learn in fact. 


Waste, of course, exists 
everywhere, 


but nowhere does the item of waste in 
such plentiousness us in the administra- 
tion 
of 
our 
public 
ufl'nirs. Perhaps 


some some daring legislator will succeed 
in having a law enacted which will act 
towards the people in the same capacity, 
us do those whom the railways employ 
in their stations to answer every imag- 
inable question of intending passengers, 
iiifuriiiiition bureaus, so to speak. With 
p. 
good information 'bureau 
citizens 


could approach without danger of being 
injured by the official stiffness and as- 
certain many things they hnve to 
go 


without 
knovrledge 
<.r" now. A 
mini 


could Mien 
find out 
about his taxes, 


special assessment swindles how the 
thing was done, about his property, 
what certain departments cost of bis 
niunicipiil government 
in, just how 


the tax rate is distributed, and possibly 
why ,-ome portions of a city can always 
secure move of the. otficial attention 
than others.

Every trust formed puts out of employ- 
ment, a certain number of individuals 
and makes it that much harder for t)hc 
general business world. Every trust re- 
duces the output of more' or less con- 
cerns that heretofore prospered through 
the multiplicity of many separate indus- 
tries. 


It reads like a joke this assurance of 


the 
governor of South Carolina 
to 


President Roosevelt on the occasion of 
his visit to Charlesto.n that 'Hie was as 
safe from bodily harm in South Carolina 
as ho was in Washington." Nothing 
could plainer show the south recognizes 
the bad name it has earned in the out- 
rageous abuse of Republicans in the 
years gone by and even at this date the 
notorious suppression of the white Re- 
pirblican vote. Of course no state is se- 
cure from the dastardly 
assassin, 
but 


the assurance that the president is as

BOIIS in the hospital. All arc getting 
along nicely and will fully recover. All 
told in the city there are sixteen eases 
of smallpox, a decrease of eight ease^, 
within ten days. Among those at the 
hospital there was a depressing effect 
when young Aul died. It was not small- 
pox that caused his demise, but the com- 
plication of other diseases. 


Relative* of the deceased called at the 


Journal office this morning and 'stated 
that in their opinion the young man did 
not have ^he smallpox. He had beci 
suffering with lung trouble, brought on 
by the grip, for about three years.

Thayer of Massachusetts, asking the at- 
torney general what steps he had taken 
against the beef trust, lie on the table, 
The attorney general's letter is given in, 
Chairman Ray's report.

The report quotes Mr. Ray's letter 


dated April 12, to the attorney general 
in which the following questions arc ask- 
ed: 


"1. Has your attention heen- called 


to the matter alleged in house resolution 
203, a copy of which is annexed? 


"2. Have'you boon requested to take 


any olitteial action in the matter? 


•'3. Have you any evidence of" the ex- 


istence of such a combination?'' 


The attorney general, in a letter of 


the same date answers the questions us 
follows: 


"1. It has not, except so far as it is 


a matter of general notoriety. 


"2. I have not. 
U3. None that could be classed as le- 


gal evidence." 


Cintinuing, the letter says: 
"It is proper, I think, however, to add 


that owing to the positive, oft repeated 
and circumstantial nature of the allega- 
tions, that the law is being flagrantly . 
violated, I directed 
some time ago a 


thorough investigation to be marie by 
one of th,e district attorneys of the Unit- j 
ed States for the purpose of ascertaining! 
whether in fact such combination exist- j 
ed, and whether, if so, its operations 
were in violation of anyfcderal statute." 


Continuing, the report says: 
"It is apparent from this correspond- 


once that there is no necessity for the 
adoption of the resolution. By reason of ; 
the widespread notoriety of the matter, 
the attorney general of the United States 
has already ordered a thorough investiga- 
tion. There is no doubt he will perform 
his duty and prosecute all "offenders, if 
offenders there be. 


"It is evident that lie should not be re- 


quired to givein detail the steps already 
taken as this would be to^ forewarn those 
who are violating the law and enable 
them to conceal evidence. 


"It is also evident that this officer 


cannot state whether or ndt there has 
been an infringement of the law as no 
evidence has uuen presented to him upon 
which to base an opinion and no intelli- 
gent opinion can be given as to whether 
or not there has been an infringement of 
the law until tho facts are fully ascer- 
tained. 


"It is also evident that no legal steps 


can bo taken toward a prosecution of 
the parties violating the law until a 
thorough investigation has been made. 
In short, the latter of the attorney gen- 
eral above quoted answers the resolution 
as t'uliy as it can be or ought to.be at 
this time."

Hnrmony Program Not Deemed 1m- 


probable—Feacc Talk. 


Milwaukee correspondence Chicago In- 


ter Ocean: 


MILWAUKEE, April 15.—Charles F. 


Pfistcr, Emanuel Phillip, Senator Hage- 
meister, and other Wisconsin politicians 
who have been in conference at Washing- 
ton, for purposes entirely unknown to 
the rank and flic in the Republican fac- 
tions in this state, have completed their 
mission, und Mr."P.fistcr started on the 
homeward 
jourrioy 
this 
afternoon. 


Friends of Governor La .Follette believe 
that Pfister went to Washington to get 
the consent of the Wisconsin delegation 
and other Wisconsin men of influence to 
put a new man in the field for the guber- 
natorial nomination, being 
afraid that 


Whitchead is not as strong among the 
German-Americans as he should be, and 
that Pfister has failed. Pfistcr's asso- 
ciates, however, say that nothing of the 
kind has been attempted, and they also 
ileny that he bus been trying to induce 
Senator Spooner to take a hand in the 
contest that is now going on. Hereto- 
fore Pfister has advocated silence on the 
part of the senator, and the majority of 
the stalwarts have agreed with him that 
it was unnecessary for the senator to 
participate in any way in the fight. Soon- 
er or later, it Is believed that Spooner 
will have something to say about His .po- 
sition, but whether this, will 
be this 


spring or later 
in the 
season 
is not 


known. 


SITUATION FAR PROM CLEAR. 


There is talk in political circles in Mil- 


waukee indicating that some people, are, 
of the opinion that the conferences at 
Washington \v6re for 
peace, and that 


there may be a surprise in store for the 
public when Pfister reaches Milwaukee. 
How a harmony program could be arran- 
ged at this, time is a mystery that no 
man on the outside is able to evplain, 
for there could be nothing short of an 
understanding between La Follette and 
.Spooner, which would moan that Isaac 
.Stepherison would be out of tho race for 
the scnatorship when Spooner'a term ex- 
pires, and that the governor should have 
no opposition for a renomination. Every- 
thing that has been published about the 
Washington conferences is gossip, includ- 
ing these guarded references to harmony 
and nothing ever h«s been so uncertain 
and undecided as tlie present situation 
in Wisconsin Republican polities. That 
something is going to happen in. a i?ery 
short time that will put new lines on the 
political map is evident, for there is no 
denying that the meetings at Washing- 
ton have been important ones, involving 
the situation here. These have been at- 
tended by the senators, representatives, 
Pfister, Phillip, Hngempister, Fred Den- 
nett, young Mr. Brumder of the Ger- 
mania, and possibly Postmaster General 
Payne. 


'WOULD STEPHKN^ON RETIRE? 
It is difficult to understand how a har- 


mony program could be arranged in Wis- 
consin without the voluntary retirement 
from the Held o;f Isaac Stephenson, who 
is generally understood to be, a candidate 
for the. senate, and. few believe that any 
such plan has been evolved by the polit- 
ical wise men. It is more likely that Mr. 
Plister wanted to hear from the congres- 
sional representatives their candid opin- 
ion on the question of Wlutelteml's can- 
didacy, there having been a conlliet-of 
reports that reached Milwaukee nt. in- 
tervals tho last few weeks, one man re- 
porting that not one of the representa- 
tives believed that Whiteheiid could win, 
while another vouched for .tho delegation 
being with one or two exceptions of the, 
opinion that he would be the strongest 
and safest man possible to go into the 
convention against MY.
